Fort Erie workers fear for their track

If the Fort Erie Race Track 
closes, Rick Simons is out of a 
Job. 

And a house. 

The four-year track employ¬ 
ee figures there are many oth¬ 
ers in the same position. 

“It's just a shame to see if it 
is the last day or not," he said 
between races Tuesday on 
what was the final day of the 
season. "It runs right down 
the lane how many people 
are going to lose their jobs.” 

Simons has worked in the 
track’s colour room for four 
years. He worked at the track 
in his youth, doing several 
jobs. He returned after 32 


years and is afraid of what the 
future holds. 

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne outlined a new five- 
year stainability plan for the 
horse racing industry Friday, 
and “the panel didn’t see a 
clear path forward for Fort 
Erie in terms of being a thor¬ 
oughbred track..." 

"That’s it, what do you do?” 
Simons said. “I’m 66 years 
old and the job that I got ... 
it’s going to be tough. I just 
hope they don’t close, for 
everybody. A lot of my friends 
that I got to know from the 
back side, they’ll lose their 
homes, too. I just hope that 
something happens.” 

The track’s future has been 
in limbo for seven years, Jim 


Thibert, CEO of the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium, said 
Tuesday. 

“It's been a really great 
year," Thibert said. “We fig¬ 
ured we were the flagship and 
the poster boys for this panel 
and we were stunned on 
Friday that not only wouldn’t 
they be funding our model, 
but then they accused us of 
not being sustainable, which 
is a straight up lie.” 

Track chief financial officer 
Tom Valiquette said live track 
wagering was up 10% per race 
in 2013, while he estimated 
attend-a nee increased "about 
25%" based on program and 
concession sales.

Fort Erie restructured 
race days and lengthened 
the season by a few weeks 
only to find out “the rules 
have been changed again, 
and down we go," 
Valiquette said. 

Trainer Justin Nixon said 
the transition panel report, 
which recommends giving 
Fort Erie “festival” meets- 
-no one at the track knows 
what that means -- elimi¬ 
nates a “viable alternative 
to Woodbine. And by giv¬ 
ing Woodbine all the days, 
it creates, if you will, a 
thoroughbred monopoly. 

“It’s not good for the 
industry as a whole.” 

Nixon believes a deal 
needs to be struck that 
creates new revenue 
streams, much like Fort 
Erie used to have with the 
slots. Integrating more 
high-profile meets would 
help boost attendance and 
wagering. 


“It’s an upward cycle 
from there,” he said. 

The 20-year trainer 
started his career at Fort 
Erie and has a stable of 10 
horses now, less than half 
of what he had a few years 
ago. 

Nixon used to have 
almost a dozen employees 


and now has four. 

“You try and be optimis¬ 
tic,” he said. “I shut down 
my Fort Erie operation this 
year, unfortunately, 
because I didn't have the 
stock or the horse num¬ 
bers to mandate having it, 
which I've had here on 
and off for a few years.”

But, like the town itself, 
the signs of neglect and 
cracks of time, are appar- 

Known as the Rose City, 
some say Welland is mak¬ 
ing strides toward blos¬ 
soming again. Others say 
it has withered too far. 

One thing is for certain, 
its growth has been slow. 

Between 2006 and 2011, 
Welland, with a popula¬ 
tion of roughly 50,000, 
saw only a 0.6% increase, 
compared to the national 
average of 5.9%. While 
the city's growth is mini¬ 
mal, some Ontario com¬ 
munities have actually 
seen stark declines in 
population. 

The northern Ontario 
town of Hearst, for 
instance, dropped 9.4% to 
5,090 in 2011 from 5,620 
in 2006, and the south¬ 
western town of The Blue 
Mountains decreased 
5.5% to 6,453 in 2011 from 
6,825 in 2006. 

Despite the challenging 


road ahead, Mayor Barry 
Sharpe is determined to 
help Welland not only 
remain stable, but also 
find its footing and flour¬ 
ish once again. 

While he accepts that 
Welland no longer has the 
natural draw of high-pay¬ 
ing factory positions to 
entice young families into 
the city, he hasn’t given 
up hope. 

Instead, the mayor has 
been on a mission to help 
rebrand his hometown, 
turning it into a hub for 
green energy manufac¬ 
turing and sports tour- 

The newly built Welland 
International Flatwater 
Centre, which has already 
held world events on the 
city’s recreational canal, 
will play host to some of 
the Pan Am Games events 
in 2015. 

Investment into the 
waterway is "an impor¬ 
tant part of what will 
define a more positive 
future in the community,” 
Sharpe says.

DEER HUNT DEFENCE

In 
addition, a bow fires 
only one arrow at a time, 


and the hunter must 
take time to reload their 
bow and take aim again 
if they missed their first 
shot, which would allow 
their prey to escape, 
consequently, bow 
hunters must get much 
closer to their prey in 
order to properly iden¬ 
tify their prey and iden¬ 
tify a vital spot to aim 
their arrow at. 

It is very unlikely for a 
hunter to mistake a 
human being for a deer. 

The Wildlife alliance 
advised that neighbours 
still entered the park 
despite the security 
arrangements in place 
last year. If neighbours 
entered the park, it is 
because they chose to 
ignore or avoid the 
security in place.

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Fort Erie mom ‘lost’ after son 
arrested in Aussie drug bust

Eight Canadians, including two 
from Niagara, were among ten peo¬ 
ple arrested in a major drug bust in 
Australia Monday. 

CHCH News reported Monday 
night that two of the Canadians, 
30-year-old Catherine McNaughton 
and her cousin, 27-year-old James 
Kelsey, were from Fort Erie. 

Australian police say a 46-year- 
old Canadian man was arrested 
Sunday as he was about to board a 
flight to Sydney, where he was 
scheduled for another flight to 
Canada. This led to a raid on a 
Melbourne address where 
McNaughton and Kelsey were 
arrested. 

When reached by phone Monday 
night, Kelsey’s distraught mother 
Joyce said she was stunned to hear 
the news from another resident in 
her building Monday morning. 

“He’s never, ever been in trouble 
with the law,” she said, choking 
back tears. “He’s always been a 
good kid." 

She said her son went to Australia 
in September looking for work after 
he was cut off from welfare. He told 
her he had a job setting up displays 


in an electronics store, thrilled to 
be working again and getting out of 
debt. 

“It was like a vacation for him.” 

She hasn’t been able to speak 
with her son since the arrest and 
has “no idea” what her next step 

"I’m lost right now ... he’s lost 
right now,” she says. “I can’t afford 
to go over there. I’m widowed, I 
live by myself, I live on pensions.” 

"With him ... he was so far in 
debt, he was living in my niece’s 
basement. Before that he was just 
living anywhere he could. He just 
wanted a job.” 

Monday’s bust nabbed nearly 
two tonnes of a vanilla powder/ 
pseudoephedrine mix, which could 
have yielded up to $298 million 
worth of methamphetamine 
(including crystal meth). 

“Some of this material was going 
to be used in the production of 
meth in Australia,” said Steve 
Fontana, Victoria police Assistant 
Commissioner. 

All appeared in court Monday. 

After receiving a tip last year, 
Australian officials started 
Operation Diamondback in July, 
2012. There have been three major 
drug busts in the past year.

Back to the future. 

The Fort Erie Race 
Track is facing the pros¬ 
pect of having to host a 
few select races as 
opposed to a full sched¬ 
ule if it wants to operate 
in 2014. 

But exactly how 
many days could be 
decided during meet¬ 
ings between track offi¬ 
cials and members of a 
panel tasked with chart¬ 
ing a new course for the 
Ontario horse-racing 
industry. 

"(The Fort Erie Race 
Track) used to be an 
August meet back about 
15, 20 years ago,” said 
panel member John 
Snobelen. "They used to 
come from Woodbine 
over a three-to-four- 
week meet in the sum¬ 
mer time.” 

Snobelen was sched¬ 
uled to meet Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium 
officials Wednesday to 
debrief track officials 
about the report’s details 
and to “open up a con¬ 
versation about what 


than we could afford to 
invest,” said Snobelen. 

He said it doesn’t 
make business sense to 
split thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing between Fort Erie 
and Woodbine, but the 
border town is ideal to 
host a festival-meet 
track. That’s the way 
horse racing operates in 
most jurisdictions 
around the world, 
Snobelen said. 

“If you look at the

The naked truth about West Nile

Every day before the 
researchers start their work, 
they have to strip down to their 
birthday suits. No ifs, ands or 
huts about it. Their clothes 
have to come off. 

It might be a bit much for 
most, but for Fiona Hunter and 
her team it’s just part of doing 
business. 

"You know when I put my 
team together, I made sure they 
were a group that would all get 
along," said Hunter, touring the 
university's new multimillion- 
dollar high security research 
lab. 

"We had to go to Winnipeg 
for training, and at some point 
everyone saw everyone 

Talking about it makes 
Hunter giggle, but the reasons 
why she and the others had to 
lose their clothes and don lab 
scrubs, socks, shoe covers and 
even underwear is because 
they are working with the West 
Nile virus. 

Hunter and her three-mem¬ 
ber team cannot bring any¬ 
thing into the lab. And what 


they do wear has to be specially 
disinfected in an autoclave that 
cooks their clothes and equip¬ 
ment at 121°C. 

"It’s all done to prevent any¬ 
thing from getting out of the 
lab,” she said. 

The Level 3 biohazard 1 ab, 
located on the fifth floor of the 
$112-million Cairns bioscience 
building, features a series of 
airlocks, a vaporized hydrogen 
peroxide decontamination sys¬ 
tem and specialized wall paint 
that prevents even smoke from 
penetrating it. 

Starting later this month 
behind these layers of security, 
Hunter and her team will start 
unlocking the mysteries of the 
West Nile virus and the condi¬ 
tion of the mosquitoes that 
spread it. 

“So far, this kind of work is 
only being done in the United 
States,” she said. “But they have 
different strains of mosquitoes, 
different strains of the virus. 
We want to examine what is 
happening here.” 

In Hunter’s old lab, she was 
able to test dead mosquitoes 
collected around Niagara. But 
that was about as far as she 
could go. 


In the new lab, she will be 
able to grow her own virus 
samples and mosquitoes. 
Beyond just understanding 
more about the virus and the 
bugs, Hunter said the research 
will improve local West Nile 
virus monitoring. 

The team is examining the 
conditions in which mosqui¬ 
toes can spread the virus. If the 
temperature is too cold. Hunter 
said, mosquitoes aren’t trans¬ 
mitting the virus. But at a high¬ 
er, more optimal temperature, 
they can. 

"We want to know what the 
temperature is,” she said. 

“Right now, a lot of money 
and effort goes into spraying 
pesticides into standing bodies 
of water (to curb the mosquito 
population.) But if it is an 
exceptionally cool season, in 
my view it won’t be worth 
spending those resources." 

Although focused on the 
West Nile virus now. Hunter 
said the lab provides a line of 
defence against future insect- 
borne infectious diseases. 

"There will be other diseases 
that will come across the bor¬ 
der,” she said. “Now we’re

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Remembering Light Vessel 82

The winds whipping up the 
shores of Crystal Beach Friday 
were but light breezes com¬ 
pared to a deadly storm that hit 
the area 100 years ago. 

Hurricane-force winds cre¬ 
ated 10-metre high swells on 
Lake Erie near Point Abino on 
Nov 10,1913. 

The crew of six aboard the 
United States Lighthouse 
Service’s Light Vessel 82 died 
doing their job that evening 
when the ship capsized into 
the cold water. 

On Friday, about 30 people, 
including the grandchildren of 
the ship’s captain, Hugh 
Williams, gathered at 
Waterfront Park for a short cer¬ 
emony to honour those who 

The capsizing of the boat 
turned out to be the determin¬ 
ing factor for the Canadian 
government to build the Point 
Abino Lighthouse a few years 
later. 

Before then, boats were sta¬ 


tioned near the rocky shoals to 
warn other ships of the dan¬ 
gers ahead. 

"It’s a shame it took some 
sort of tragedy like that,” said 
Rick Doan of the Fort Erie 
Marine Heritage Group. 

Doan said the small group 
that organized the event didn’t 
know about story of Light 
Vessel 82 until 2005. 

“From there it snowballed,” 
he said, adding a plaque was 
dedicated in 2012 and plans to 
have Williams’ grandchildren, 
Michigan’s Patricia Sharp and 
Bruce O’Connor, attend a cer¬ 
emony have been long over- 

During Sharp’s speech to the 
crowd, she read a letter her 
grandfather sent his wife just 
10 days before his death. 

The letter referenced the 
freezing temperatures and how 
the lake’s churning character¬ 
istics would throw plates of 
food off tables. 

“It’s kind of risky going in the 
launch this time of the year," 
the letter reads. “Kiss the chil¬ 
dren for me.” 


Doan said when he first read 
some of Williams’ letters Sharp 
would email to him, he couldn’t 
help but get emotional. 

"You could tell he was a real¬ 
ly loving father to these chil¬ 
dren,” he said. “When I first 
saw them it almost brought 
tears to my eyes to think that 
their mother stood by the door 
waiting for their father to come 

Before the ceremony. Sharp 
and O’Connor were taken on a 
special guided tour to the Point 
Abino Lighthouse. 

The 10-week season of lim¬ 
ited public viewing has been 
over since early September. 

“To look out over the water 
and realize my grandfather was 
out there 100 years ago and lost 
his life is very emotional," said 
O’Connor. 

Sharp said she was disap¬ 
pointed to hear the public is 
only allowed to visit the light¬ 
house during specific times in 
the summer. 

“It’s sad everyone can’t get 
there more easily, but it’s been 
preserved very nicely.”

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, 
benzodiazepines and barbiturates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to active 
components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol intake can also cause problems 
with certain medications because of the effect it has on the liver and specific drug metabolizing 


Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams of 
acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage it 
can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl bleeds. 
However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase your 
INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with 
alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low blood 
pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of severe 
hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit alcohol to 
an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption because of the 
additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have been known to aspirate 
their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to happen if a person mixes 
alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new prescription 
and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician or pharmacist 
if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while taking your prescription 
previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your medication. This could result in
